School  To  overthrow  human  slavery  and  make  America 
really  free.  Abraham  Lincoln  had  uncovered  the 
weakness  of  the  Union  when  he  declared  that  the 
government  could  not  exist  half  slave  and  half  free.

Leader  What  great  enemy  of  the  human  race  has  been 
overthrown   during  this   past   year? 

School  The  legalized  manufacture  and  sale  of  alcoholic 
drink  in  the  United  States. 

Leader  What  wicked  enemies  still  keep  us  from  the  day  of 
victory  and  peace. 

Boys  Ignorance,  which  enslaves  the  minds  of  thousands 
in  our  land:  which  keeps  them  from  knowing  their 
own  rights  and  privileges  as  citizens;  and  makes  them 
the  tools  of  unworthy  and  selfish  leaders. 

Girls  Injustice,  which  eounts  human  beings  as  less  valu- 
able than  machines;  which  sets  one  class  of  people 
above  another;  which  sometimes  defrauds  the  laborer 
of  his  just  dues,  and  sometimes  robs  the  owner  of  what 
is  rightly  his. 


Boys  Raci  Prejudice,  which  grades  human  beings  by  the 
color  of  their  skins;  which  claims  that  one  race  is 
superior  to  another;  which  stirs  up  haired,  destroys 
brotherhood  and  denies  that  God  has  made  of  one 
blood  all  nations  of  the  earth. 

Girls  Anarch  if,  which  refuses  to  obey  the  laws  of  the 
land;  which  claims  the  fight  to  indulge  its  own  selfish 
appetite  and  passion;  which  stirs  up  the  spirit  of  the 
mob  and  leads  men  to  riot,  lynching  and  murder. 

Are  these  terrible  enemies  confined  to  any  one  sec- 
tion of  our  country  .'
